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Elba City Council approves purchase of air 
boat for fire department to use in river rescue

The Elba Fire Department 
moved one step closer to ac- 
quiring an air boat Monday 
evening, Oct. 28, when the 
Elba City Council approved 
a bid for purchase of the 
boat. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew 
Parker said the acquisition 
of the air boat for river res- 
cue had been included in the 
department’s budget as a 
capital expenditure expense 
for this year. He said with 
the river in its current con- 


dition, especially with the 
drought conditions this year, 
the department has had no 
way to get to those stranded 
on the river. 

“We are going to end up 
getting a fireman injured if 
we don’t do something,” 
Parker said. 

He said the department 
rescues about 25 people per 
year on average from the 
Pea River. He said the main 
rescue area is between 
Week’s Bridge in the county 
and the boat ramp in Elba. 

Parker said people float-

Elba receives good report from levee inspection

The Elba City Council 
met Monday night, Oct. 28, 
and assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe updated council 
members on the results of 
the levee inspection report 
from the Corp of Engineers. 

Boothe said there are five 
different categories the 
engineers look at when they 
inspect the levee with a total 
of 53 items evaluated. 
Elba’s levee inspection re- 
sulted in 43 acceptable 
marks, nine minimally ac- 
ceptable marks and only 
one unacceptable mark. Ho- 
wever, in reference to the 
unacceptable mark, she said 
it had been determined that 
was only due to a miscom- 
munication on the matter 
and it would be changed to 
acceptable. 


Mayor Mickey Murdock 
added that most of the min- 
imally ac- 
ceptable 
marks in- 


ing and kayaking on the 
river like to enter at Week’s 
Bridge and float/kayak to 
the boat ramp in Elba; ho- 
wever, he said many don’t 
understand the time it takes 
to float the river, especially 
with water levels down as 
they have been, and are get- 
ting stranded after dark. 

Without the proper equip- 
ment for a rescue, he said 
firemen have been hiking 
through the woods at night 
trying to locate the stranded 
individuals and helping 
them off the river that way. 
Parker said that is certainly 
not time-efficient [espe- 
cially if a person is injured] 
nor is it safe for the firemen. 

Earlier this year, the de- 
partment had a company 
come and do a demo of an 
air boat on the river just to 
see if this would be an ef- 
fective way to rescue. 
Parker said an 8-hour float 
area took 30 minutes for the 
air boat to cover, and the 
condition of the river did 
not stop the air boat from 
completing its task. 

“This is the only answer 
to the problem as I see it,” 
Parker said. “This year with 
the drought this is the worst 
ever I have seen the river. I 
think this_air boat is very 
much needed.” 

Parker said he knows for 
certain there is not an air 
boat in service for first re- 
sponders within at least a 
10-county radius at this 


_ time. 
He said his proposal was

A federal court has ruled that Alabama can’t enforce the 
abortion law passed in 2019.

for the City of Elba to cover 
1/3 of the cost from the de- 
partment’s capital expendi- 
ture account at $16,500 and 
that would be combined 
with $16,500 given by Cof- 
fee County. He said the Elba 
Fire Department would 
cover the remainder of the 
cost of the air boat with tax 
monies that come directly to 
the department. 

Parker said two bids were 
received on the new air 
boat, and the low bid was 
from Circle H Airboats, 
which is a company located 
in the Ino Community of 
Coffee County. 

With the specs in order 
for the boat, Parker rec- 
ommended the city council 
approve the bid from Circle 
H airboats in the amount of 
$59,869. He said there is an 


approximate 150-day deliv- 
ery day on this boat, there- 
fore, it would be early 
spring before it arrives in 
Elba for use. 

Parker added that the de- 
partment is looking into the 
certification requirements 
for operation of the new air 
boat and would be sending 
3-5 firemen for training. 

A motion was made by 
Mayor Mickey Murdock to 
approve the bid for the air- 
boat with the city supplying 
$16,500 from the fire de- 
partment’s capital expendi- 
ture account for purchase. 
Councilman Gappa Wise 
seconded the motion, and it 
passed with no opposition. 

Parker thanked the coun- 
cil for its continued support 
of the Elba Fire Depart- 
ment.

vitalization CDBG Project. 

Grantham provided the 
council with paperwork 
from three total bids sub- 
mitted, and she noted all 
bids were in order. She rec- 
ommended the bid be 
awarded to McClain ‘Con- 
tracting as the low bidder of 
the base bid contingent of 
ADECA approval. 

A motion to accept this 
bid was made by Mayor 
Mickey Murdock with a 
second from Councilman 
Tom Maddox. The motion 
passed with no opposition. 

The council also ap- 
proved a motion to purchase 
new financial software for 
the city from Harris Local 
Government. The total cost 
of this software purchase is 
$118,275 with an annual 
maintenance contract of 


$17,290. 
Murdock said the finan- 
cial software currently 


being used by the city is 
very outdated, and this 
would be a huge benefit to 
the city to upgrade to Harris 
at this time. He said contin- 
gent upon approval also by 
the Water and Electric 
board, the cost would be 
shared by the City and 
Water and Electric. 

For the initial purchase 
[$118,275], the mayor said 
the city would supply

Commissioners approved 
a motion to fund up to 
$20,000 for the purchase of 
the new truck for. Coffee 
County Forestry. 

During his report to com- 
missioners, county admin- 
istrator Rod Morgan said the 
sheriff’s department had the 
opportunity to acquire a sec- 
ond K-9 for the department. 
He said there would be no 
cost for the K-9 itself, but 
there would be cost for care 
and upkeep with the deputy 
handler also receiving a sti- 
pend to help with the 24/7 
care of that K-9. 

Commissioners voted 
unanimously to authorize 
the second K-9 for the Cof- 


fee County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment.

this approval. He said the 
new K-9, named Storm, 
would primarily be a nar- 
cotics dos.

Murdock made a motion 
with a second from council- 
woman Jane Brunson to 
purchase the financial soft-

Murdock said the conver- 
sion to the new software 
could take approximately 
six months. He said all of 
the city’s financials would 
be moved to the Harris soft- 
ware with the exception of 
the municipal court, which 
will continue to use the soft- 
ware currently in place. 

In looking at the city’s fi- 
nancials comparing fiscal 
years 2019 and 2018, the 
mayor was very pleased 
with the overall numbers. 

He said total expenses in 


' 2019 were approximately 


$35,000 less than expenses 
in 2018, and revenues also 
were up during the same 
time period. 

“We had a very good year 
[in 2019] with our sales 
taxes,” Murdock _ said. 
“Overall, it was a very good 
year.”

For what is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers closed the curtain on the regular 
season last week with a big 40-6 win over McKenzie, and 
for the second straight season ended the regular season with 
seven wins. The Elba offense stayed on the ground almost 
throughout the game and rolled up over almost 350 yards 

‘on the ground, with Collin Harrison leading the way with 

177 yards and three touchdowns. The offense did turn the 

' ball over three times, including twice in the second half on 
lost fumbles, but the outcome had long been decided and 
the intensity of the players had long since waned. The Elba 
defense allowed one big play that went for a McKenzie 
touchdown, but for the second straight week was in com- 
mand for all four quarters and won the battle in the trenches.

Tigers roll over 
McKenzie 40-6

The Elba Tigers scored on their first three possessions to 
grab a 20-0 first quarter lead and never looked back Friday 
night to claim a big 40-6 region win over the McKenzie 
Tigers, at McKenzie. 

Elba began its first offensive series of the game at the 
McKenzie 11-yardline after the Tigers Chrystyile Caldwell 
took the ball away from a McKenzie runner and returned 
the fumble 17 yards. Two plays later Colin Harrison scored 
on a 5-yard burst up the middle, and Iverson Lane added 
the extra point as Elba moved on top 7-0 with 10:24 remain- 
ing in the opening quarter. 

Elba began its next series at the McKenzie 46-yardline 
after a high snap on a punt attempt was recovered by the 
Tigers Paxton Wise, and this time it took the Tigers only 
one play to reach the endzone as Collin Harrison took a 
handoff and raced 46 yards up the middle for his second 
touchdown of the game. Lane’s extra point was true, and 
with 8:00 left in the quarter the Tigers lead was up to 14-0. 

Elba began its third possession of the night at its own 47- 
yardline following a McKenzie punt and the Tigers over- 
came a second down penalty to march 53 yards in four plays 
to get back into the endzone. The score came on a 28-yard 
dash by Brandon Epps, and while the extra point try failed, 
the Tigers were on top 20-0 with 2:20 still left in the first 
quarter.

The New Brockton 
Gamecocks combined a big 
play offense with a suffocat- 
ing defense to dominate the 
Zion Chapel Rebels in a 38- 
0 region win, Friday night at 
Green Memorial Stadium, 
in Jack. 

Neither team could get 
much going offensively in 
the first quarter, but New 
Brockton put the ball in play 
at its own 41-yardline late in 
the quarter after a Zion 
Chapel punt and promptly 
went 59 yards to reach the 
endzone. 

A 7-yard run by Kyan 
Horne on third down and 
three kept the drive alive 
early, while Kaden Cupp 
gained 12 yards in two 
carries to move the ball to 
the Rebel 28. The score 
came on fourth down and 11 
when Cupp connected with 
De’Shawn McLeod from 24 
yards out, and while the 
extra point try failed, New 
Brockton was on top 6-0 
with 9:14 remaining in the 
second quarter. 

The Gamecocks got the 
ball right back at their own 
23-yardline after another 
Zion Chapel punt and once 
again set sails toward the 
endzone. A 26-yard run by 
Kyan Horne moved the 
Gamecocks to the Rebel 38, 
and while a holding penalty 
slowed the march, it failed 
to stop the long scoring 
drive as Kaden Cupp went 
back to the air and this time 
connected with Kaden Hood 
on a 40-yard touchdown 
toss. The extra point try 
again failed, but with 4:51 
left in the quarter New 
Brockton’s lead was up to 
12-0. 

New Brockton recovered 
a Rebel fumble late in the 
half and cashed in the turn- 
over with only seconds left 
for its third score of the 
quarter. A 21-yard pass from 
Kaden Cupp to CJ Wilker- 
son on first down got the 
drive off to fast start, while 
the Gamecock touchdown 
came on a 9-yard pass from 
Cupp to Kaden Hood. The 
Gamecocks continued to 
have problems with the 
extra point, but with 28-sec- 
onds remaining in the half 
they had taken command 
and owned an 18-0 lead. 

New Brockton received 
the second half kickoff and 
wasted little time covering 
the 58 yards to the endzone 
to extend its lead. An 11- 
yard run by Kyan Horne got 
the scoring drive off to a fast 
start, and after a 24-yard 
pass from Kaden Cupp to 
Russell Weeks moved the 
Gamecocks to the Zion 
Chapel 13-yardline, Horne 
went the final 13 yards to 
push the lead to 24-0 with 


9:45 left in the third quarter. 

The Gamecocks began 
their next possession at their 
own 35-yardline and went 
right back down the field to 
add to their lead. Kyan 
Horne rushed for 13 yards 
on two carries to get the 
drive started, while Kaden 
Cupp continued to shred the 
Rebel secondary as he went 
to De’Shawn McLeod for a 
20-yard gain to the Zion 
Chapel 32, then hooked up 
with Russell Weeks for a 
14-yard gain, and connected 
with Kaden Hood from 11 
yards out for the ‘Brockton 
touchdown. Brandon 
McCoy kicked the extra 
point, and with 5:18 left in 
the third quarter the Game- 
cocks lead had grown to 31- 
0. 

New Brockton began its 
ensuing possession near 
midfield after a Rebel punt 
and quickly covered the 51 
yards to the endzone to 
score the final points of the 
night. A 13-yard pass from 
Cupp to Weeks moved the 
Gamecocks to the Zion 
Chapel 33-yardline, while 
from there the Gamecocks 
kept it on the ground, with 
Kaden Cupp gaining 25 
yards on two carries, includ- 
ing an 11-yard scamper for 
the touchdown. McCoy 
added the extra point, and 
with 18-seconds left in the 
third quarter the scoring was 
over with New Brockton 
claiming the important 38-0 
region win. 

Kaden Cupp completed 
15 of 22 passes for 204 
yards and 4 touchdowns and 
tushed for 41 yards and one 
td to spark the New Brock- 
ton offense, while Kyan 
Horne rushed for 132 yards 
and one td on 15 carries. 
Kaden Hood caught 4 
passes for 63 yards and 3 
td’s to lead the Gamecock 
receivers, while De’Shawn 
McLeod had 3 catches for 
36 yards and one td, Russell 
Weeks had 3 catches for 38 
yards and CJ Wilkerson had 
3 catches for 37 yards. 

The Gamecock defense 
was led by Ethan Stinson 
with 6 tackles, while Josh 
Cardwell had 5 tackles and 
two sacks, Julian Noble had 
5 tackles and a forced fum- 
ble, and Brandon McCoy 
also had 5 __ tackles. 
Nathan Grantham rushed 
for 27 yards on five carries 
to lead the Rebel offense, 
while Austin Johns com- 
pleted 5 of 13 passes for 33 
yards.
